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SUBJECT: KOREA AT 30TH UNGA AND IN NAM

1. ON JULY 21 I MET WITH NEW FONMIN FRED WILLS ON VARIOUS MATTERS 
INCLUDING KOREA. I HANDED HIM TEXTS OF LETTERS TRANSMITTED REFTEL 
B AND URGED HIM TO REVIEW PROPOSED RESOLUTION CAREFULLY, IN HOPE 
GOG WOULD BE ABLE TO VOTE INFAVOR AT 30TH UNGA. I DREW ATTENTION, 
AS SUGGESTED, TO DISTINCTION BETWEEN UN COMMAND AND PRESENCE U.S. 
TG OPS UNDER BILATERAL MUTUAL DEFENSE TREATY, AND POINTED OUT 
THAT AGREEMENT OF OTHER SIDE TO CONTINUE ARMISTICE AGREEMENT WAS 
SSENTIAL CONDITION PRECEDENT TO DISSOLUTION OF UN COMMAND BECAUSE 
LATTER IS ONE OF PARTIES TO ARMISTICE AGREEOENT. 

2. WILLS WAS NON-COMMIT AL BUT SAID HE AND STAFF WOULD BE TAKING 
CLOSE LOOK AT KOREA ISSUE IN PREPARATION FOR UNGA. 
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3. I ASKED WILLS ABOUT 7-MAN DPRK MISSION WHICH VISITED GEORGETOWN 
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LAST WEEK ACCORDING TO STORIES AND PHOTOS IN LOCAL PRESS. WILLS 
CONFIRMED ACCOUNT IN ONE PAPER (GRAPHIC) TO EFFECT THAT PURPOSE 
OF VISIT WAS TO MAKE FINAL PITCH FOR DPRK MEMBERSHIP IN NON- 
ALIGNED MOVEMENT, DECISIONM.WHICH IS TO BE TAKEN AT MEETING OF 
NAM BUREAU IN LIMA NEXT MONTH. WILLS RECALLED WE HAD EXPRESSED 
HOPE BOTH NORTH AND SOUTH KOREA WOULD BE ADMITTED AT SAME TIME, 

AND GRK DELEGATION CAME TO GEORGETOWN IN JUNE TO ARGUE 
THEIR CASE. 

4. WILLS SAID UNFORTUNATELY A STRONG CONSENSUS HAD EMERGED WITHIN 
NAM RESPONSIVE TO ALGERIANPRESSURES, IN FAVOR OF ADMITTINGONLY DPRK. 
WILLS SAID HE PERSONALLY REGRETTED THIS, BUT IT WAS AN ISSUE OF 
SECONDARY IMPORTANCE AS FAR AS GOG CONCERNED AND GOG HAD THEREFORE 
MADE UP MIND NOT TO RISK ANY CAPITAL ON IT AND SIMPLY SAY QUIETLY 

GOG WOULD PREFER TO KEEP BOTH KOREANS OUT. GOG RATIONALE IS 
THAT PRESENCE OF EITHER OR BOTH WOULD SIMPLY ADD ANOTHER DIVISIVE 
ELEMENT IN AN ORGANIZATION ALREADY FULLY STOCKED WITH RIFTS AND 
ANIMOSITIES. HOWEVER, WHEN MATTER COMES TO VOTE IN BUREAU, WILLS 
EXPECUS GOG TOO ALONG WITH MAJORITY. 

5. FOR INFORMATION OF DEPT. AND EMBASSY SEOUL, DPRK DELEGATION 
REPORTEDLY MADE UP OF FOUR DIPLOMATS AND THREE JOURNALISTS. 
JOURNALISTSOLOT MORE PUBLICITY THAN DIPLOMATS, AND PRESS IS STILL 
(JULY 23) CARRYING HALF AND FULL PAGE TEXTS OF RECENT KIMIL SUNG 
PRONOUNCEMENTS (GIVING APPEARANCE OF PAID INSERTIONS).
